DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

In response to applicant's Amendment, dated March 19, 2003, the examiner 
acknowledges the corrections of the objections related to the Specification and Claims set forth 
in the Office Action mailed January 17, 2003. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejection of claim 13, the applicant points out that the 
specification states that the invention may be implemented using "control electronics software" 
in paragraphs 55 and 60. Thus, the examiner withdraws the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejection of claim 13 
set forth in the Office Action mailed January 17, 2003. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1-13 as being unpatentable over 
Bleijenberg (US 4,888,543) in view of Sperling, et al. (US 5,815,246), the applicant makes the 
argument that Bleijenberg does not disclose the "measurement of vibrations of the translator in 
more than one degree of freedom" nor the "determination of a phase relationship based on the 
measured vibrations." The examiner has considered the applicant's arguments in light of the 
amended claims and withdraws the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a lithographic projection apparatus that 
includes a positioning system comprising a stator and a translator movable in more than one 
degree of freedom, along with a vibration measurer to measure vibrations of the translator in

more than one degree of freedom and to determine a phase relationship between the translator 
and the stator on the basis of the measured vibrations
